Brilliant passage 
work and an almost uncanny feeling 
for the rhythmic impulse was in his 
performance of this composition, one 
of Beethoven’s own admitted fav- 
orites.

The choice of 
Soiree dans Grenada, by Debussy, 
founder of the modern school of 
Musical impressionism was a wise 
and cosmopolitan selection. It is an 
example of one of the loveliest con- 
tributions of the whole field of mod- 
€rn composers, expressing the typi- 
(al Debussy characteristics of deli- 
Cacy, subtlety, and finesse. 

Noyvellette, by Poulenc, a contem- 
Porary, was received with smiles 
and delight as its broad sense of 
humor, its rhythms of comic songs 
Were conveyed to the audience.

The Reverend Ignatius Hamill S.J., 
director of Missions, Chicago, well 
known in Dubuque and throughout 
the Middle West for his excellent 
missionary activity, has been chosen 
to conduct the annual students’ re- 
treat at Clarke college. The exer- 
cises will open Wednesday morning, 
January 31 and close Saturday morn- 
ing, February 3. 

The retreat is considered one of 
the most important exercises of the 
scholastic year. During three days 
the students are given the opportun- 
ity of taking a spiritual inventory. 

The retreat movement in America 
traces its origin to those earlier days 
when religious priests travelled 
through the country reinforcing the 
work of the parish priests. The ever 
increasing number of laity, especially 
professional men and women, who go 
every year to retreat houses proves 
that the world has at last realized 
their spiritual value, 

In his encyclical Pope Pius XI says 
of retreats: “They compel the mind 
of a man to examine more diligently

Examinations

The epitome of Clarke college 
ideals finds expression in the spirit- 
ual and classic symbolism of the 
oificial Clarke pin recently received 
by members of the senior class. 


The combination of jewels and 
gold in the pin portrays the Clarke 
college colors, Indicative of royalty 
is the purple of glowing amethysts, 
while the whiteness of purity is 
shown in rows of tiny pearls, and the 
brightness of loyalty in yellow gold. 

In design, the ineignia is a adap- 
tation of the quatrefoil which is a 
component of old Gothic art. Each 
foil is a token of one of the four 
Cardinal virtues—Prudence, Temper- 
ance, Justice, and Fortitude. In the 
center of the quatrefoil and sur- 
rounded by a row of amethysts is 
On the outer 
edges of the foils are gleaming whole 
pearls get in the richness of yellow 
which the seal is also 
fashioned. 


A number of beautiful symbolisms 
are attached to the Clarke college 
seal which forms the nucleus of the 
pin. In its circular form it is a re- 
presentation of eternity—the perfect 
thing, and the irregularities of the 
circle portray the altering forces of 
time. The Latin words, ‘Fides’, 
“Caritas”, “Scientia”, are both en- 
graved on the seal and depicted 
there-on by their emblems—a torch, 
cross, and book. A laurel wreath, 
symbolic of victory, is joined by the 
first and last letters of the Greek 
alphabet, “Alpha’ typifying the divin- 
ity of Christ or the beginning, and 
“Omega” the humanity of Christ or 
the end. 


Perfectly executed in every detail 
this college pin reflects the beauty 
and fineness of artistic expression. 
A tribute to the charm and exquisite 
craftsmanship of this emblem is evi- 
dent in the fact that it was placed by 
the designer in display at the Cen- 
tury of Progress Exposition in Chi- 
cago.

“Thrilling Alaskan Adventures” 
Subject of Address 
by Geologist 








The Reverend Bernard Hubbard, 
S.J., head of the geology department 
at Santa Clara university, author, 
explorer of volcanoes in two hemi- 
spheres and foremost authority on the 
volcanoes in Alaska, will deliver a 
lecture on “Thrilling Adventures in 
the Unexplored Wilds of Alaska” in 
the Clarke college auditorium in mid- 
February. 


The lecture will recount the ex- 
plorations conducted by Father Hub- 
bard, always with a small party, a- 
foot, by boat, with dog sled, and by 
airplane. Various magazine articles 
and a book-length description of his 


! adventures in the icy mountain and 


valley fastnesses of Alaska have been 
published. His book, “Mush, You 
Malemutes!” appeared about two 
years ago. 


Daring Exploits of Convert 


“The Glacier Priest”, a convert to 
Catholicism, is the son of an Episco- 
palian clergyman. He first studied 
in the geological field at Santa Clara 
university, near San Jose, California, 
continuing the study during his prepa- 
ration for the priesthood in Europe 
at Innsbruck university in the Aus- 
arian Tyrol. On his return to Amer- 
ica he was appointed head of the 
geology department at Santa Clara. 


In Alaska the priest explorer dis- 
covered a world of verdant vegeta- 
tion inside an ancient volcano crater, 
flew upside down over the boiling 
cauldron of the same volcano a year 
later, and, after it had ceased to 
erupt actively, flew inside the crater 
and made a landing on a steaming 
voleanic lake.

The Aniakchak, one of the three 
active ‘moon craters”, the only 
known earthly rival in size of the 
vast craters observed by astronomers 
on the moon, is the scene of one of 
Father Hubbard’s most interesting 
explorations. 


In bleakly frozen Eskimo village, 
across tundra, morass, and glacier, 
within the seething craters of erupt- 
ing volcanoes, in the air, by boat and 
afoot—wherever Father Hubbard has 
traveled he has taken moving and 
still pictures,

HREE days of retrospect, three 

J days of inventory of the soul to 

determine its status in the sight 

of God is the task before Clarke col- 

lege students. During this time we 

are privileged to withdraw from every- 

day interests and to consider ourselves 
in the light of Eternity. 

True, the principle “Know thyself” 
was first laid down by the old pagan 
philosopher, Socrates, but the Church, 
has supernaturalized it. It has not 
always only stressed its importance 
but has given the means in attaining 
its end. That means is prayer. 

Retreat then, is a time of prayer, 
a time during which we study our- 
selves from God’s viewpoint and en- 
deavor to solve some of the greatest 
problems, the problems of the soul. 

By reflection and meditation we dis- 
cover the rich significance of the truths 
of God which are presented in a re- 
treat. The amount of spiritual bene- 
fit to be derived from the Exercises 
depends largely upon the manner in 
which we meditate. In meditation, 
the soul is eager for knowledge and 
endeavors to hold converse with its 
Creator. 

Indeed, the modern world has come 
to realize that the only solution for 
unrest, dissatisfaction, and failure is 
found in this prayerful study of self, 
One of the most recent examples of 
the application of the Principles and 
the Foundation of the Exercises is 
found in Eugene O'Neill’s new play, 
“Days Without End.” Father Donnelly, 
SJ., commenting on the play writes: 

IT have seen a magnificently Cath- 
olic play—a play Catholic in its 
characters, its Story, its mood, and its 
moral. With a Catholic priest in it, 
With Catholic Prayers in it. With dia- 
logue about the Faith, mortal sin, Con- 

fession, and the mercy of God. 

T had never thought to find Loyola’s 
Principal and Foundation talked of in 
the theatre. Yet I have just seen a play 
that is nothing less than a deeply earn- 
est sermon on the End of Man.” 

So in the spirit that dominates 
Present day thought and even our 
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most current stage success, Iet us 
enter upon our retreat. It will be an 
important one for all of us—but par- 
ticularly for the seniors, who are mak- 
ing their last retreat as ‘students of 
Clarke college. Accept this opportun- 
ity, this challenge to prayer, recalling 
to mind the words of the Holy Father 
in his late encyclical: “It is that which 
we do and wish to continue to do, in- 
viting all to pray and to persist in 
their prayers, for it seems to us that 
men have until now said too much and 
said it too usclessly.” 

“We invite all to turn to God, to 
that Blessed God who has never re- 
fused those who place their hopes in 
Him, to that Divine Providence which 
forsees all, to that Divine Compassion 
that pardons all.” 


News Value 


EWS has ever been of outstand- 
N ing importance. In earlier times 

it was brought by couriers or 
messengers, whose use because of time 
and expense were generally reserved 
for governmental messages or letters 
of state. The majority of the people 
had to depend on the journeymen who 
brought from the larger towns not 
only their merchandise but also infor- 
mation on happenings of general in- 
terest. The welcome accorded these 
traveling merchants and the esteem in 
which they were held depended no 
doubt quite as much on the quantity 
of the news as on the quality of their 
wares. Perhaps also the better news 
gatherer and disseminator was the bet- 
ter salesman for certainly lack of news 
was annoying. However that may be, 
there was stress laid on news, even 
though obtained in a manner which 
is far removed from our present day 
Processes, far even from the real be- 
ginnings of these methods in the field 
of Journalism in England at about the 
time the Pilgrims were sailing for 
America. 

The newspapers which today . find 
their way each morning and evening 
into practically every home are due to 
a number of causes—thought, mechan- 
ical ingenuity, steam, and electricity. 
The results are even more striking. 
Unexpected fields of activity have 
opened—no longer is the news gather- 
er the merchant, but one with a sep- 
arate profession—a journalist, Numer- 
ous changes in laws, responsibility 
and methods give the newspaper a 
prestige built on the certainty of the 
truth of their statements which the 
journeyman could never possess, The 
circulation is Probably the best gauge 
of the influence which newspapers 
have on the people of America. Per- 
haps nothing so binds the nation as 
does the newspaper with its message 
to all. No matter what the form which 
news may take, whether brought by 
courier in earlier periods, or in a less 
picturesque way by the newsboy of to- 
today its importance is unquestioned.

The Maid of Lourdes

Throughout the ages there has never been 
a time so dark that God has not sent His 
sanctified emissaries to lift the darkness, 
There was St. Francis, the poor mun of 
Assisi, who led a worldly and wealth-loving 
Italy back to the Cross; St. Dominic, who 
healed a divided Church in France; St. 
Margaret Mary who made known the Sa- 
cred Heart to a doubting people. In more 
recent times, we have known the simplici- 
ty of a Curé of Ars and the faith of a 
Little Flower of Lisieux. Today, the hu- 
mility of Bernadette has drawn the hearts 
of our modern world, as she takes her 
place in the ranks of Christ’s sanctified. 


There are many virtues in the life of 
Bernadette, but none more significunt than 
her beautiful humility. This child, chosen 
by God to be the emissary of the Immacu- 
late Conception, was one of the poorest in 
France, but ranked among the richest in 
heavenly favor. In spite of extraordinary 
favors and supernatural graces, Bernadette 
was the living embodiment of humility, a 
virtue little known by many less favored 
than she—a humility which could be found 
only in a great soul. 


Marie-Bernarde Soubirous was born in 
Lourdes on January 7, 1844, of peasant par- 
ents. There was nothing in her early life 
to distinguish her from the other children 
of Lourdes. She tended sheep on the hill- 
side and was content in the simplicity and 
quiet of her life. When she was fourteen 
she prepared to make her first Holy Com- 
munion. One day at noon, she and her 
sister, Toinette, accompanied by a neigh- 


bor child, were sent to gather wood on 
the hillside. Bernadette lagged behind the 
other two. Upon approaching the grotto, 


as she herself later described it, she heard 
noise as of a great wind, and looking to- 
ward the opening saw a Beautiful Lady. 
The child afterward described the Vision 
in minutest detail. 


Her parents, however, doubted that this 
Vision was a heavenly one and forbade their 
child to go near the Grotto again. In a 
few days Bernadette’s desire had become 
so great that her mother, with many in- 
junctions, allowed her to visit the rock hewn 
cave. A second time the Lady appeared 
and requested her to come for fifteen days. 
The child eagerly consented. Eighteen ap- 
paritions comprise the story of Bernadette’s 
singular favor. The Vision often made re- 
quests of her and at the ninth apparition, 
asked her to go to the spring and drink 
and wash. There was no spring to be 
found but Bernadette, at first puzzled, dug 
into the earth with her fingers and immed- 
iately water appeared—water which a doubt- 
ing world was later to declare miraculous. 
The Vision had not yet identified herself, 
but during the sixteenth apparition, at Bern- 
adette’s request, the Lady said to her, “I 
am the Immaculate Conception.” 


The rest of Bernadette’s life may be sim- 
ply told. Even as her fame grew, she with- 
drew further into obscurity. In 1866 she 
entered the convent at Nevers where she 
died at the age of thirty-five. In 1995 this 
simple little peasant maid was beatified 
and almost immediately the cause of her 
Canonization went forward. On December 
eighth, 1933, the bells of the Eternal City 
rang out the elevation of Blessed Mary 
Bernadette Soubirous to the exalted ranks 
of the Saints of the Church, 


An ever-recurrent reminder of the humble 
maid remains in the shrine of Lourdes. 
There, because Bernadette had faith in God 
and courage in vision, stands a grotto of 
miracle and mystery through which the 
world is coming back to prayer and belief, 
She, who in life desired nothing more than 
to be unknown and unnoticed has become 
known and regarded by the entire world. 
Lourdes with its white basilica, its baths, 
its Rosary church and its ceremonies of 
heart stirring poignancy will forever hold 
in memory the first miracle wrought by 
& peasant child whose heart held only love 
of God—love and a deep humility which has 


endeared her to us as Bernadette, the 
of Lourdes, : aa

son. In addition we congratulate you upon 
starting to read this column once more, 
We have high hopes of this being a most 
auspicious and prolific year—so stand by.
